Sixty  Years  Within  Sound  of  the  O.  U. 
Bell 

By  Mrs.  D.  J.  Evans 
The  following  contribution  to  the 
Bulletin  was  written  about  ten  years 
ago  at  the  request  of  the  editor,  and 
read  before  the  Tuesday  Club  of  Ath- 
ens. It  aroused  considerable  favorable 
comment  at  the  time,  and  a  short 
while  ago  Mrs.  Evans,  again  at  the 
solicitation  of  the  editor,  consented  to 
its   publication   in   the  Bulleiin. 

Certainly  there  is  no  one  more  com- 
petent to  write  about  the  domgs  of  O. 
U.  for  more  than  half  a  century  past, 
as  the  article  will  indicate,  than  Mrs. 
Evans.  Reared  in  a  family  where  O. 
U.  loyalty  amounted  to  a  religion,  she 
has  throughout  her  entire  life  been  in 
the  closest  touch  with  college  life.  The 
Lash  family  has  contributed  gener- 
ously in  furnishing  a  clientage  to  the 
university;  nor  has  it  been  lax  in  pro- 
viding encouragement  and  means  for 
other  students  to  procure  the  help  of- 
fered  at  the  Ohio  University. 

In  this  connection  just  a  word 
should  be  said  concerning  the  mother 
of  Mrs.  Evans,  "Grandma"  Lash,  as 
she  was  endearingly  known  by  scores 
of  the  students  who  will  read  these 
lines.  She  was  indeed  a  mother  to 
them.  The  Lash  home  was  ever  a 
student's  home.  Many  a  boy  was  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  college  because 
"Grandma"  Lash  found  some  way  to 
help  him.  Sometimes  it  was  in  easing 
up    his    board    bill    or    room    rent,    then 

again    in    providing   him    a    new   shirt 

stitched  by  her  own  hands;  or  mended 
clothes,  and  socks  darned;  or  to  save 
a  laundry  bill,  his  wearing  apparel 
found  its  way  into  the  regular  family 
wash.  In  a  thousand  unselfish  ways 
this  good  woman  v^on  her  way  into 
the  hearts  of  two  generations  of  O. 
U.  boys,  all  of  whom  cherish  her  mem- 
ory to   this  day. Editor. 


My  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the 
Ohio  University  extend  over  half  a 
century.  My  interest  in  it  began  when 
I  was  quite  a  small  child  in  having  a 
student,  who  had  been  employed  to 
teach  in  our  school,  to  make  his  home 
in  our  family,  and  from  that  time  until 
now  my  knowledge  of  the  old  college 
has  come  from  personal  interest  in 
some   one   who  was  either  a   student   or 


otherwise  connected  with  the  institu- 
tion. My  parents  were  anxious  that 
their  children  should  covet  education, 
and  therefore  saw^  to  it  that  they 
should  become  admirers  of  college  life 
and  college  eduiation,  and  as  a 
result  there  was  always  a  welcome 
to  our  home  for  the  right  kind 
ot  students,  and  in  my  childhood 
days  several  of  the  students  v^ere 
looked  upon  by  us  children  as  older 
brothers,  and  their  influence  over  us 
ior  good  v/as  great. 

First  and  foremost  was  Robert  R. 
Brown,  of  the  Class  of  62.  He  was 
the  first  to  come  into  our  home  when 
1  was  too  small  to  attend  school  but 
read  my  first  reader  to  him  in  the  eve- 
nings. After  graduating,  Mr.  Brov^n 
was  superintendent  of  schools  in  Jack- 
ton,  Chillicothe  and  Parkersburg,  and 
afterwards  held  a  professorship  in  the 
University  of  Illinois. 

He  died  a  ew  years  ago,  a  man  of 
wealth  and  influence,  at  Los  Angeles, 
California. 

Through  him  we  became  acquainted 
v^ith  other  students  who  were  frequent 
visitors  at  our  home.  There  were  the 
two  Blair  brothers,  from  Kentucky, 
George  Edward,  and  Daniel,  graduat- 
ing in  '62.  Both  married  Athens  girls 
and  Daniel  w^as  professor  of  mathe- 
matics in  the  university  in  the  early 
70's. 

Another  friend  and  classmate  of  Mr. 
Brown's  and  a  frequent  visitor  at  our 
home  was  W.  H.  Scott,  vs'ho  was  for 
years  connected  w^ith  the  university, 
popular  as  teacher,  professor  and 
president,     and     later    president     of     O. 

s.  u. 

Another  student  and  one  of  our 
boys,  as  my  mother  called  them,  wras 
Mr.  Albert  J.  Rich,  of  the  Class  of  '63, 
who   has  been   dead  many   years. 

Then  there  were  the  two  Townsend 
brothers,  Charles  and  Hugh,  who  grad- 
uated in  the  Class  of  '61.  After 
graduating,  both  volunteered  or  serv- 
ice in  the  great  war  of  the  states,  and 
Hugh,  my  mother's  favorite  nephew, 
lost  his  life  at  Mission  Ridge.  Both 
boys  were  received  by  my  parents  al- 
most as  their  very  own. 

There  wrere  many  others  whom  I 
knewf  and  admired  as  a  child  and  a 
young  lass.  There  was  Frank  Car- 
ley  of  the  Class  of  '58,  and  Hugh  Boyd 
of  '59,  and  later  Fletcher  Boyd,  who 
was    one    of    my    early    teachers    and    a 
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favorite  in  our  home,  and,  at  the  last 
commencement  he  attended  as  trustee, 
claimed  I  never  vi^ould  have  known 
anything  if  he  had  not  been  one  of 
my   teachers. 

Another  v^^as  Glen  Adney  who  w^as  a 
hard  student  and  of  strong  personality. 
He  was,  after  the  w^ar,  a  member  oi 
the  faculty.  It  was  at  his  home  that  1 
attended  my  first  senior  party,  with  a 
senior.  The  girls  of  Athens  deemed  it 
a  great  honor  to  be  invited  to  these 
parties  and  to  the  president's  levee  to 
meet  alumni. 

In  1876  in  one  of  these  meetings  I 
met  President  Hayes,  who  has  just  been 
nominated  for  the  presidency  and,  as 
governor  of  Ohio,  was  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  university, 
and  as  a  member  w^as  attending  com- 
mencement, and  presented  the  diplo- 
mas to  the  graduating  class. 

Then  there  were  students  in  those 
early  days  who  conducted  religious 
meetings  in  our  neighborhood.  In  this 
way  our  h  me  was  opfn  to  f  ei - 
ley  Davis,  Alban  Davies,  Silas  Pruden, 
Jasper  Smith,  William  Patterson  and 
James  Gardner,  whom  the  boys  called 
"Weeping  Jim,''  but  a  most  excellent, 
earnest  and  sincere  man,  and  later  T. 
C.  lliff,  v^fho  became  prominent  in  the 
M.  E.  Church,  Wesley  Gist,  now  a 
professor  in  the  Iowa  State  Normal 
School,  and  John  Jackson,  for  years 
one  of  the  best  informed  men  in  the 
United  States  on  matters  pertaining  to 
temperance  work  in  the  various  lands 
of   the   world. 

But  none  attained  in  my  mind  to  the 
status  of  those  who  came  into  our  home 
and  were  my  teachers  when  I  "was  a 
little  girl,  Mr.  Brown.  Mr.  Rich  and 
the  Blairs.  AH  were  Philos;  Mr.  Rich 
and  the  Blairs  were  Betas,  but  Mr. 
Brown  ■was  a  Delta  Tau,  and  one  of 
the  charter  members  of  the  local  chap- 
ter. The  last  time  I  saw  Mr.  Brown 
"was  in  '63,  and  his  last  counsel  to  me 
was  to  marry  a  college  graduate,  a 
Philo  and  a  Delta  Tau,  and  I  follov^fed 
hi"-  coun.'^'^l  to  ^he  letter. 

From  Mr.  Brow^n  and  his  manv 
friends  I  received  for  Christmas  and 
birthday  gifts  so  many  silver  coins  that 
I  had  them  converted,  during  shin- 
p'astf^r  money  days,  into  a  silver  cup, 
w^hich  is  now  enioyed  by  the  younger 
meTibers  of  the  third  generation 

Different  menr-bers  of  the  faculty 
were  frequent  visitors  at  our  home.  Dr 
Blair  who  for  twelve  years  -was  the  pro- 
fesfor  of  Science  was  the  most  fre- 
quent one.  Dr.  Howard,  the  strong, 
sturdy    and    blundering    Solomon    How- 


ard, who  was  president  of  the  college 
from  '52  until  '72,  a  period  of  twenty 
years.  And  nothing  gave  my  mother 
greater  pleasure  than  to  see  Dr.  Gib- 
bons devour  the  sweet  potatoes  that 
she  always  prepared  w^hen  he  came  to 
see  us.  Dr.  Gibbons  succeeded  Dr. 
Blair  in  1864  as  professor  of  science. 
I  have  heard  the  college  boys  tell  of 
amusing  occurences  in  his  classes.  Ha 
was  anxious  to  make  practical  applica- 
tions of  the  scientific  book  knowledge 
(there  w^as  no  laboratory  work  then.) 
One  day  Dr.  Gibbons  asked  a  student 
what  he  would  do  if  he  w^as  in  a  hurry 
to  have  potatoes  boil  real  quickly.  The 
ansvk^er  expected  was,  "I  would  put  the 
lid  on  tight,"  but  the  student,  in  all  in- 
nocence, answered,  "I  w^ould  cut  them 
up  fine."  The  doctor  was  almost  v^rhol- 
ly  lacking  in  humor,  and  the  answ^er 
was  not  very  acceptable. 

Dr.  Gibbons  was  always  solemn  and 
when  at  our  home  enjoying  the  sweet 
potatoes,  he  would  w^ith  all  seriousness 
say  everytime  he  helped  himself  to  a 
potato,  "What  a  fine  thing  to  live  in 
the  country  where  one  can  have  plenty 
of  sweet  potatoes."  This  saying  be- 
came a  by-word  at  our  table,  so  when- 
ever one  of  the  boys  w^as  reaching  to 
help  himself  to  a  second  supply,  he 
would  look  solemn  and  say,  "What  a 
fine  thing  it  is  to  live  in  the  country 
pnd  have  plenty,"  of  whatever  kind  of 
food  he  -w^a  reaching  for. 

President  Howard  was  a  delightful 
guest  but  was  rather  uncertain  before 
an  assembly.  His  lack  of  alertness  led 
him  often  into  blunders.  Once  I  re- 
member at  commencement  exercises 
he  asked  the  audience  to  rise,  to  sing, 
but  there  v^as  no  one  to  lead;  indeed 
singing  w^as  not  the  exercise  just  then 
and  the  poor  doctor,  after  looking 
around  a  little  wildly,  turned  to  the 
audience  and  very  brusquely  said,  "Sit 
down,  sit  dow^nl" 

At  another  time  in  the  M.  E.  Church 
he  w^as  urging  a  better  observance  of 
the  Sabbath,  and  among  other  things 
said:  "I  notice  there  is  more  Sabbath 
breaking  going  on  in  Athens  on  Sun- 
day than  on  any  other  day  of  the 
week."  But  with  all  his  blunderings, 
the  students  resnected,  admired  and 
loved  President  Howard,  as  the  peoole 
of  the  tow^n  generally  did,  althoup'h  his 
baccalaureate  sermons  were  tw^o  hours 
long. 

Prof.  Arthur  was  a  man  of  very  at- 
tractive personality  and  had  a  v^rarm 
welcome  everywhere,  as  he  was  an 
especial  favorite  in  the  towrn,  though 
he    remained    in    the    faculty    only    from 
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'61  to  '64.  It  was  by  his  preaching  at 
the  funeral  of  a  little  playmate  that  I 
did  my  first  serious  thinking  about 
death  and  the  future  life. 

My   brothers   were   especially   fond   of 
Prof.    Tappan,    of    the    chair    of    mathe- 


matics. He  was  noted  for  his  well- 
fitting  clothes,  his  neat  and  tidy  appear- 
ance in  general.  He  w^as  especially 
distinguished  in  mathematics  and  pub- 
lished a  series  of  mathematical  books.

ACROSS  THE  DIVIDE 


George     Washington    Martin,     Class    of 
1875 — Died    March    1,    1919. 

For  forty  years  Rev.  George  W.  Mar- 
tin served  one  pastorate  in  Mant., 
Utah.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
two     most     active     missionaries     whose 


names  were  best  known  in  that  Mor- 
mon   state    have   been    graduates   of   the 

Ohio  University George  W.   Martin  of 

the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  Thoma.s; 
C.  Iliff,  '70  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
They  bolh  went  to  that  state  when  the' 
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Mormon  hierarchy  still  carried  on 
things  with  a  high  hand.  Both  wera 
Ohio  boys,  coming  from  adjoining 
counties,  Martin  from  Hocking,  anl 
Jliff  from  Perry.  When  the  history  of 
the  Utah  Gentile  Church  is  written, 
these  two  O.  U.  boys  w^iil  occupy  sim- 
ilarly high  places  in  the  narrative  that 
(ells  of  the  pioneer  struggles  of  the 
Evangelical  Churches  for  existence  in 
that  theocratic  state. 

Rev.  Martin  before  coming  to  O.  U. 
in  1871  w^as  a  Hocking  County  school 
teacher,  having  been  born  in  that  coun- 
ty on  April  2  7,  1848.  The  year  after 
graduation  he  served  as  principal  oi 
vne  \villoughby  (Ohio)  schools  and 
then  entered  Union  Theological  Sem- 
inary, New  York,  where  he  graduated 
in  1879.  The  same  year  he  married 
Miss  Tillie  P.  Work  of  Lancaster,  and 
immediately  they  went  to  Utah  under 
the  direction  of  the  Presbyterian  Mis- 
sion Board,  where  they  took  up  their 
'.vork  in  a  most  arduous  field,  of  teach- 
ing and  preaching,  establishing  schools 
and  churches  among  the  Mormons. 

He  was  most  active  in  the  establish- 
ment of  Westminster  College  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  serving  for  years  on  its 
Board  of  Trustees.  Besides  the  many 
demands  on  his  time  and  energy,  he 
kept    up    an    active    interest    in    his    fads 

botany  and  geology,  and  the  writing 

of  interesting  pamphlets.  Among  the 
■latter  are  found,  "Why  the  Mission 
School,"  and  "Hov^r  the  Oregon  Trail 
Became  a  Road.''  In  addition  he  served 
his  church  in  many  official  capacities, 
such  as  commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly,   moderator  of  his  synod,  etc. 

In  1899,  he  was  called  to  Washing- 
ton to  testify  in  the  Brigham  Roberts 
case  w^hen  that  gentleman  was  ousted 
from  the  House  of  Representatives  be- 
cause of  his  polygamus  record. 

In  college  Rev.  Martin  w^as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Athenian  Literary  Society 
pnd  of  the  Delta  Tau  Delta  fraternity 
During  his  senior  year  he  represented 
O.  U.  in  the  Inter-collegiate  orRtoriral 
contest  at  Akron  and  won.  In  1903  his 
Alma  Mater  conferred  upon  him,  in 
recognition  of  his  distinguished  serv- 
ices, the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity. 

Dr.  Martin  was  a  brother  of  Judf<3 
Frank  P.  Martin  of  Logan.  Ohio, 
throucrh  whose  courtesv  the  data  for 
this  sketch  has  been  received. 


CONTRIBUTORS'    COLUMN 
FOUNDERS'  DAY

No  educational  institution  can  per- 
form its  full  service  unless  there  is  clo^e 
co-operation  between  the  resident  body 
consisting  of  faculty  and  students  and 
the  alumni,  whom  the  institution  has 
served.  This  is  particularly  true  of  any 
institution  that  has  ceased  to  be  "new," 
about  whose  walls  traditions  have 
grown  up,  v/hose  very  atmosphere 
seems  tinged  w^ith  the  glories  of  the 
past,  and  v/hose  present  students  hav-; 
as  constant  inspiration  the  examples  of 
those  who  have  left  the  institution  foi" 
lives   of   service   and   greatness. 

Few  institutions  in  America  hc^ve  a 
longer  or  finer  history  than  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. It  is  the  oldest  institution  wrest 
of  the  Alleghenies;  for  over  a  century 
graduates  have  been  going  out  from  its 
halls  to  reach  places  of  prominence  for 
themselves,  and  to  add  lustre  to  the 
fame  of  the  university.  Governors,  con- 
gressmen, generals,  statesmen,  scholars 
are  among  Ohio's  alumni,  and  the  stu- 
dents w^ho  are  here  today  are  losing  a 
source  of  great  value  and  inspiration  if 
they  are  not  brought  into  touch  with 
these  giants  of  the  past.  On  the  other 
hand,  alumni  are  alwrays  glad  to  keep 
in  touch  w^ith  their  alma  mater  if  op- 
portunity is  offered.  When  they  drift 
aw^ay,  and  home  ties  are  broken,  it 
is  usually  the  fault  of  those  at  the  insti- 
tution for  upon  the  latter  the  responsi- 
bility of  keeping  ud  connection  with 
the  alumni  must  fall.  Ohio  University 
has  been  lax  in  this  respect,  but  this 
year  an  opportunity  is  offered  for  an 
organization  binding  the  alumni  and  the 
institution  into  a  union  of  mutual  pleas- 
ure and  benefit.  Every  alumnus  should 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  and 
lend  his  support  to  this  movement,  for 
it  will  mean  much  or  little,  according 
to  the  way  in  which  it  is  supported. 

One  plan  for  bringing,  the  alumni  and 
the  university  body  into  closer  union, 
a  plan  carried  out  in  many  institutions, 
is  the  establishment  of  "Founders' 
Day."  This  is  one  day,  usually  the 
anniversarv  of  some  imnortant  event 
in  the  early  history  of  the  institution, 
M^hen  loyal  alumni  assemble,  ordinarv 
college  activities  are  laid  aside,  an^I 
.'•tudent<5,  faculty  and  alumni  meet  and 
pav  tribute  to  the  h'^roes  of  the  oast 
and  "the  days  of  .A,uld  Lanp-  Syne."  and 
plan  for  greater  days  in  the  years  to 
come. 

There   is   no   lack   of  important   dates 
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upon  which  such  a  yearly  celebration 
could  be  held  at  Ohio  University.  The 
writer  will  mention  only  two;  others 
of  equal  importance  could  be  sug- 
gested. On  October  25,  1787,  Messrs. 
Cutler  and  Sargent  contracted  with  the 
government  for  a  grant  of  land  in  the 
present  limits  of  Ohio  in  which  two 
townships  were  to  be  set  aside  as  a  per- 
manent endowment  for  a  university. 
This  was  the  original  contract  and  res- 
ervation that  formed  the  basis  for  the 
founding  of   Ohio   University. 

On  February  18,  1804,  the  Ohio 
State  Legislature  passed  an  act  formal- 
ly establishing  the  university  as  a  state 
institution  under  the  name  of  Ohio 
University.  Either  of  these  dates  could 
well  be  taken  as  the  date  for  "Founders* 
Day."  If  the  October  date  should  be 
selected  we  could  count  on  our  beauti- 
ful autumn  weather  and  make  the  day 
a  general  home-coming  for  former  stu- 
dents. A  meeting  of  committees  in  the 
forenoon,  a  football  game  in  the  after- 
noon, and  either  a  general  meeting  or 
a  banquet  in  the  evening  could  all  be 
worked  into  a  homogeneous  program 
in  which  everyone  could  find  something 
of    interest   and    value. 


If  the  February  date  should  be 
chosen,  a  somewhat  different  type  of 
program  could  be  arranged.  In  one 
large  university  this  annual  program, 
which  occurs  in  mid-winter,  is  organ- 
ized on  the  genera!  plan  of  a  birthday 
celebration.  A  lighted  candle  indi- 
cates each  year  of  the  university's  life 
and  a  new  candle  is  solemnly  added  to 
the  previous  number.  Around  this 
theme  is  built  up  a  program  which  al- 
w^ays  included  three  prominent  factors: 
Eome  glimpses  of  the  past,  conditions 
of  the  present  time,  and  plans  for  the 
future.  At  the  same  time  local  alumni 
ac;  ociations  hold  their  meetings  and 
r-.ecsages  are  interchanged  between 
them  and  the  central  gatherings.  To 
anyone  w^ho  has  attended  such  a  meet- 
ing there  cannot  but  come  a  more  in- 
tense feeling  of  loyalty  for  his  alma 
mater,  and  a  consequently  deeper  in- 
terest in  its  future  growth. 

Is  it  not  possible  for  Ohio  University 
to  organize  along  some  such  lines? 
Such  a  plan  need  not  interfere  in  any 
way  w^ith  the  class  reunions  and  alumni 
meetings  of  commencement  week,  but 
be  supplementary  to  those  and  to  every 
other  agency  for  building  up  a  greater 
Ohio  University. 


Keeping  the  Home  Fires  Burning 

GILLILAN  EVENING

The  alumni  and  faculty  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity gave  a  welcome  dinner  Tues- 
day evening,  December  9,  at  the  Meth 
odist  Church  for  one  of  their  own  boys, 
namely  Strickland  W.  Gillilan,  Dr.  Da- 
fydd  J.  Evans  a  former  professor  of  Mr. 
Gillilan,  gave  the  invocation  after  which 
a  delicious  repast  was  served  to  one 
hundred  ten  hungry  folks. 

As  soon  as  the  bounteous  two  course 
meal  had  satisfied  the  inner  man  of 
this  organization.  Dr.  W.  F.  Copeland 
announced  Prof.  C.  L.  Martzolff  as 
toastmaster  for  the  evening.  As  it  was 
to  be  an  evening  of  good  cheer.  Pro- 
fessor Martzolff  did  his  bit  to  impart 
the  feeling  to  the  assembly,  and  with 
his  own  keen  'wit  introduced  the  speak- 
ers of  the  evening. 

President  Ellis  was  first  to  respond  to
